Washington, May 8.—The investigation 
of the affairs of the postoffice depart- 
ment, which had been dragging along 
for two;months, took a startling turn 
late this afternoon, when, by order of 
Postmaster General Payne, August W. 
Machen, general superintendent of the 
free delivery system, and one of the 
most widely known government officials 
fa the United States, was relieved from 
duty and Postoffice Inspector A, C. Fos- 
nes was designated to take charge of 
that service. 

The ehange will take effect tomorrow, 
when Mr. Fosnes will assume charge 
of the free delivery service and at the 
game time that service will pass under 
the control of the office of the fourth 
assistant postmaster general. Heretofore 
ft has been under the jurisdiction -of 
the first assistant.

A meeting of a number of the leading 
cotton firms. in the south was held yes- 
terday at noon in the convention hall of 
the Piedmont hotel, with G. A. Nichol- 
son, of the Maddox-Rucker Banking Com 
pany in the chair, and Mr. Chesley B. 
Howard, Jr., scting as secretary, and at 
this meeting it was determined to incor- 
porate the Southeastern Cotton Buyers’ 
Association and to take immediate steps 
to induce all the other firms in this ter- 
ritory in the cotton business to form 
similar organizations, with a view to the 
absolute control of the cotton business 
here at home.

The association that has already been 
organized is composed of nearly every cot- 
ton firm of any consequence in Georgia, 
Alabama, North and South Carolina. As 
stated, G. A. Nicholson, of Atlanta, is 
president and C. B. Howard is secretary. 
J. F. McGowan, of Inman & Co., at Au- 
gusta, and I. Wiel, of Weil Brothers, at 
Opelika, Ala., are vice presidents.

Washington, May 8—The state depart- 
ment has received official confirmation 
from its agents in China of the increase 


4 of the Russian garrison in New Chwang, 


and there is reason to be- 
lieve, if President Roosevelt approves, 
that it is preparing to take vigorous 
steps in the matter. Secretary Hay is in 
communication with President Roosevelt 
in California and on the latter’s de- 
cision the secretary’s course will depend. 

It’ is stated that the department has 
had its patience tried by the course of 
the events in Manchuria and that it now 
contemplates a more radica] step than 
any which has heretofore marked the 
negotiations between the powers on this 


subject. re 

The proposed step contemplates joint 
aetion by Japan, England and the United 
States. The preceding negotiations have 
been hampered by the inability of this 
government to act jointly with other na- 
tions without violating its traditions, but 
it is now hinted that some plan of co- 
operation with England and Japan may 
be devised that will have the effect of 
convincing the Russian government of 
the united determination of the three 
nations to insist upon Russia’s evacuation 
of Menchuria, while not actually com- 
mitting the United States to a formal 
alliance. 

This programme is subject to the ap- 
proval of, the president. If it is not 
looked upon with favor by him the state 
department may fall back on its former 
méthod of individual representations 10 
Russia and ask another explanation of 
the happenings in Manchuria. In such 
event the Russian answer is already fore- 
casted by the officials here. Under the 
Russian representation to the powers the 
troops were to have been withdrawn form 
New Chwang just one month ago today. 
It is understood as a matter of fact that 
a portion of the Russian force was with- 
drawn from the barracks in the city to 
tents outside. It is presumed from Pekin 
advices that these troops have now re- 
turned to the city. However, it is point- 
ed out that ‘Russia employed a saving 
clause in the promise to withdraw from 
Manchuria, the language being ‘‘provided, 
however, that the action of other powers 
shall not stand in the way.” 

Russia, it is understood, now claims 
that this proviso was violated by Japan 
when she mobilized her fleet and other- 
wise showed signs of military prepara- 
tions which were construed as a menace 
to Russia. ; 

Accompanying the news of the reoccu- 
pation of New Chwang comes a warning 
from other agents in China that the Rus- 
sian attitude is injuring the chances of 
the treaty which Mr. Conger and Con- 
sul General Goodnow have been nego- 
tiating with China involving the opening 
to American trade of the ports of Taku- 
Shan and Moukden in Manchuria. The 
latest advices are that the treaty is al- 
ready practically lost, owing to Russian 
opposition. This fact is construed to 
give the United States a direct interest 
of what is happening in Manchuria,

Bomb Outrages Contin- 
ue To Cause Panic in 
Turkey. 


Constantinople, May 8.—The attempt 
made Wednesday by a band of Bulga- 
rians to blow up a powder magazine at 
Monastir caused a panic in that town. 
The shops and bazaars were instantly 
closed. It is believed the attack was 
made with the view of provoking re- 
prisals. The military authorities, how- 
ever, cordoned the Mohammedan quarter 
and prevented the Mussulmans from get- 
ting out. All the consulates were fur- 
nished with guards. The attacking party, 
which was surprised by Turkish troops, 
ultimately fled, after a number of men 
had been killed or wounded. 

At Salonica an additional quantity of 
explosives has been discovered and many 


mines are believed to exist. <A _ fresh 
outbreak is feared. 


Russia Supports Bulgaria. 

St. Petersburg, May 8.— Notwithstanding 
the recent serious’ events in Macedonia 
the Russian foreign office does not re- 
gard the situation as being disquieting, 
basing its belief in its unshaken faith 
in the loyalty of the other powers par- 
ticularly concerned. Russia holds that 
the Bulgarian government's attitude is 
correct and that it is impossible to pre- 
vent revolutionary bands crossing the 
frontier into Turkey or wholly check the 
patriotic movement. Austria's loyalty is 
likewise unquestioned. Macedonian events 
must alone determine the situation. They 
do not presage a general revolt this year. 
April was the most dangerous period, the 
weather in that month favoring insur- 
gent operations, while Turkey was still 
unable to mobilize her troops, She now 
has sufficient troops in the field and ap- 
parently is meeting the situation. 


Albanians Are Banished. 


Berlin, May 8.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople announces that the Turkish 
troops have occupied Opeka, Albania, the 
headquarters of the sultan’s reform com- 
mission, without opposition. The twen- 
ty-two Albanian chiefs, leaders of the 
opposition to the reforms, who were re- 
cently arrested at Prisond, Albania, have 
been banished to Mosul, Asiatic Turkey. 

French War Ships for Salonica. 

Toulon, May 8.—Following the receipt 
of cipher orders by Admiral Potter. the 
French flag ship Admiral Pothuu and 
the armored cruiser LaTour-Treville 
sailed for Salonica early today. The 
cruiser Galilee is ready to proceed to 
the same port.

President at Los Angeles. 

President Roosevelt made his entry inta’

The president’s train left Riverside this 
morning at an early hour. On the way 
cver the Santa Fe a half hour’s stop was 
made at Claremont, where the president 
spoke to the students of Pomona college. 
At Pasadena a stop of two hours was 
‘made. 

In Pasadena all the business houses 
and residences displayed’ American flags 
and bunting. On the way to the ‘Wilson 
High school, where the president deliv- 
ered a short speech, he passed under a 
floral archway extended for two biocks, 
The front of the archway was a solid 
mags of flowers from base to top, with 
festoons of vari-colored roses draped 
across from curb to curb. After the ad- 
dress at the high school, President Roose- 
velt and party took carriages for a drive 
The drive took them 
down the famous Orange Groye avenue, 
the street of millionaires. A brief stop! 
was made at the home of Mrs. Garfieid, 
the widow of President James A. Gar- 
field, with whom the president caatted 
pleasantly for a few moments. 

Thousands in Streets. 


Continuing the drive the party went 
to Raymond Hifl, from which point the 
president gained a splendid view of Sun 
Gabriel valley. When the train pulled in 
at LaGrande station, Los Angeles, thou- 
sands of people blocked the streets on 
every side. Former members of the 
Rough Riderg regiment, a detachment of 
troops and Terry’s Terrors, a politicai 
club of prominent Los Angeles business 
men, formed on either side of the plat- 
form and kept the crowds back. 

The president was driven directly to 
the Westminster hotel, where luncheon 
was served. 

From the station to the hotel the crowds 
had gathered for a glimpse of the chief 
executive and gave voice to their pent-up 
‘enthusia§m in continuous cheers, which 
the president smilingly acknowledged. The 
annual Fiesta de lias Flores, the chief 
feature of which is the elaborate flural 
parade, occurred this afternoon and was 
reviewed by the president.

THE EVENING SESSION. 

After the music by the choir of St. 
Luke Episcopal church, the meeting was 
opened with prayer by Rt. Rev. C. K. 
Nelson, Episcopal bishop of Georgia. 
The first address of the evening was 
| delivered by Hon. Ber B. Lindsey, judge 
of the juvenile court, of Denver, Col, 
who spoke on the “Reformation of Juve 


nile Delinquents.”’ 

“The history of criminology will show 
that punishment of individuals is not @ 
successful method of preventing crime. . 
If it was there ought to be fewer people 
in jail every year. On the contrary, 
crime is on the increase. Each year adds 
to the inmates of nearly every reform- 
atory in this country. The saddest and 
at the same time the most important 
feature of this distressing condition is 
that the increase in crime is iargely 
among the youth of this nation. Facts 
and figures in this respect come like 
blows to remind us of our responsibility 
and suggest our short-sightedness. 

“Tl am going to speak particularly of 
the juvenile court and what can be made 
of it as a meang of correction at home. 
With any kind of a decent home the 
place for a boy or girl is within that 
home. We all agree in this The juve- 
nile court afd probation system will keep 
him there if it is proper and possible. 
As a result of the probation system dur- 
ing the first two years of the Denver 
juvenile court. 34 children, of whom 
thirty-nine were girls, were found guilty 
of disorderiy conduct and placed on pro- 
pation, being required to report to the 
court once every two weeks, bringing re- 
ports from their teachers regarding their 
conduct during the interim. These chii- 
dren had committed various offenses. 
which, if committed by an adult, would 
have been burglary. iarceny, gambling, 
railroad dcpredations, forgery and other 
petty offenses. There were returned to 
the court, during the entire period of 
two years, of these 654 children, for re- 
newed offenses of such a character as to 
require their commitment to the indus- 
trial school, just thirty-one boys, and 4 
number. of these were returned because af 
the hopeless lack of home surroundings 
or such an environment to aid in their 
reformation. 

“As a result of the methods of assist- 
ance, encouragement, aid and help, with 
such firmness as is necessary to enforce 
a proper discipline, over 150 boys have 
eome voluntarily into the juvenile court 
during the past two years. These boys 
are what we term ‘voluntary delinquents.’ 
They have been brought to the court 
principally by oiher boys who have been 
proceeded against in court.

city. The date of the marriage is set 
for May 18, and on account of the promi- 
nence of both parties the affair was 
looked on as one of the leading social 
tappenings of the season. Mr. Delano 
visited Wilmington about two weeks ago 
and it was then that the date of the wed- 
ding was fixed, and later invitations were 
issued. Mr. Delano and Miss Harriss have 
been engaged six years. In 1899 he re- 
céived his commission as assistant pay- 
master and was detailed to duty on the 
captured Spanish gun boat Isla de Luzon, 
cruising in Asiatic waters, and remaincd 
abroad until several weeks ago. He came 
here to arrange for the wedding. He was 
found short to the amount of $1,700 in his 
cash accounts and it is alleged that the 
cficer had not only neglected to make 
proper returns of the funds in his keep- 
ing, but had also made false returns [fn 
vegard thereto.

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which some topic of an appropriate char- 
acter is taken up and discussed. Again, 
it is my custom very frequently to take 
boys into my chambers and through con- 
fidential and companionable talks (being 
very much of a. boy myself, understand- 
ing and appreciating their troubles and 
difficulties), get into their lives and tind 
out who their companions are, with the 
Tesult that very frequently a number of 
boys, not brought into court at all, are 
implicated in some trouble or committing 
like offenses. The result of this system 
has been to encourage boys to assist the 
court, not Only in helping them, but in 
helping other boys who are disposed to 
evil ways.’ 

Judge Lindsey gave a number of cases 
that had come under his observation and 
delivered a splendid address. 

J. J. Kelso Speaks. 

The next speaker was J. J. Kelso, su- 
perintendent of the department of neg- 
lected and dependent children, of To- 
ronto, Canada, who spoke upon ‘‘Reform- 
ing Children Without a Reformatory.” 

He began giving several! instances 
in which he h made good girls and boys 
ef very bad, chi iren by giving them em- 
ployment in the work of assisting others, 

“The difficulty can be solved,’’ he said, 
‘“‘by giving the children -something to do 
and giving them the impression that they 
are working out their own. salvation, 

“There is a soul,” he. continued, “in 
every neglected child, if we can only find 
it. If we even take that child and edu- 
cate him without bringing out the soul 
in him we will simply make an educated 
thief out of him, 

“I don’t want anyone to think that I 
am opposed to reformatories, although 
I would like to see their names changed 
te something else besides reformatories. 

“The probation system, however, is 
spreading—it is almost a popular word 
over the country. 

“I want to speak about the importance 
of praising the children. Every one is 
pleaséd to have their good points brought 
out. I give the children the idea that 
nry success depends wpon their éfforis 
to behave. When this is impressed upon 
them it is wonderful how they try to 
overcome their faults. 

‘We should try to help the children 
instead of punishing them. 

Mr. Kelso told a number of anecdotes 
covering this point. He concluded his 
part of the programme by exhibiting 
stereoptican views of children with whom 
he had come in contact. 

NEEDY FAMILIES. 

Edmond J. Butler, vice president of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, presided 
over the section meeting held yesterday 
afternoon in the lecture room of the First 
Baptist church, dealing with the question 
of ‘Needy Families in Their Homes, in- 
cluding Lecal Aid.” Mr. Butler opened 
the meeting at 2 o’clock, and took occa- 
sional part in the discussion which was 
a most interesting one. 

The first regular paper was on the sub- 
ject of treatment of needy families in 
their homes by “materia! aid,’’ by Dr. 
Lee K. Frankel, manager of the United 
Hebrew Charities, of New York city. Dr. 
Frankel brought out the point that mate- 
rial aid properly directed, was frequently 
an aid to the better moral lives, nor did 
he think that if wisely conducted, it 
would induce to pauperism, Dr. Frankel 
presented an interesting illustration of a 
family of six, father, mother and four 
children, in New York city, whose total 
monthly income is from $33 to $35, and 
whose expenses for a month are $33. Oc- 
casionally, he said, material aid was ex- 
tended to this family, though as 4 rule if 
was not needed. 

Michel Heyman, of New Orleans, who 
was to have discussed industrial aid to 
needy families, was not present, and the 
next papér was read by J. Carrol Payne, 
of Atlanta, on the subject of ‘“‘Education- 
al and Religious Aids to Needy Families 
in their Homes.’’ Religious and education- 
al aid, Mr. Payne said, strikes deeper at 
the root of the trouble than does mate- 
rial aid. It is true the individual must 


have food and clothing, but char’ty work-_ 


ers, as Christian philosophers, must real- 
ize the needs of the soul which are educa- 
tion for this world and religion for the 
next. Christian education alone, said Mr. 
Payne; can solve the problem. 

Jeffrey R. Brackett, president of the 
department of Charities and Correction, 
Baltimore, Md., declared that the commu- 
nity is In the best condition which has 
fewest assoctations for: raising large funds 
for material aid. 

Mrs, J. D. Eichberg, of Atlanta, spoke 
of the work that is being done among 
families in this city. 

F. K. Ward, president of the Helping 
Hand League, of Cedar Rapids, Ia., spoke 
of the work being done by that institu- 
tion. It is now caring for 175 families, 
largely by helping them to help them- 
selves.

JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 

At 2 o'clock the section of the National 
Conference of Charities and Correction 
which had under discussion the subjewt 
of ‘Juvenile Delinquents,” met in the 
convention hall of the Carnegie library 
building. The hall was filled completely 
when Chairman F. ‘H. Nibecker, superin- 
tendent of the Glen Mills, Pennsylvania, 
House of Refuge, caNed the meeting to 
wrder. 

The first speaker called wpon was 
Amos W. Butler, of Indiana, who was 
asked to give an account of the develop- 
ment of legislation with reference to chil- 
dren in his stafe. Mr. Butler is secretary 
of the Indiana board of state charities, 
and 7s well acquainted with the subject 
he discussed. He said in part: 

“The new juvenile court law was the last 
of a series of laws déaling with children. 
The new law makes pfoVision for a juve-~ 
nile court as @ part Of the circuit in ev- 
ery county in the state except one. That 
one, containing the city of Indianapolis, 
has provided for it a new court, separate 
from any other. In ali 'counties having a 
population of 30,000 the judge of the cir- 
cuit court is required ‘to establish this 
court.’’ 

‘ The chief probation efficer in Indianapo- | 
lis is a woman who has had special prepa- 
ration for the work... The law prohibits 
the confinement in any. county jail, polce 
station or lockup of any child ender four- 
teen years of age. Mr. Butler answered 
many questions that were asked him by 
those present, shedding much Mght ” 
the subject. 

Charles W. Heuisler, presiding. officer 
of the juvenile court in Baltimore, chars 
acterized juvenile acts as the mgt pro- 
gressive legislation ever put upon the 
Statute books of any state, He said that 
the genius and inspiration of the court’s 
work was to be realized in the efforts of 
the. probation officers attached to those 
courts. The idea ‘Was in getting down 
to personal work with the boy and the 
girl—that the friends of the children were 
making a progressive move, and putting 
themselves in a proper position to recre- 
ate their homes. Institutional confinement 
might be necessary, .he said, when there 
was'no home, but.jt was our duty to have 
a proper home, when thé period of insti- 
tutional confinement was ended, to whith 
the children could return. 

Judge Ben B. Lindsey, of Denver, Colo., 
spoke on the advantages of. the. juvenile 
law. He said that the advantage of the 
Colorado law was that it reached the 
parents. Any child, 16 or. under, com- 
mitting an offense is a delinquent, and a 
special law provides that the parent or 
any other person contributing to or caus- 
ing the delinquency of a child may be 
fined In a sum not exceeding $1,000 or 
imprisoned in jail not exceeding one 
year. The sentencé may be suspended 
on conditions imposed by the court. The 
effect of this law, he said; was very 
salutary, and is doing more than any one 
thing .ta_ bring parents and others to a 
realizing . sense. of their responsibility. 
Another, feature. of the juvenile court 
mentioned by Judge Lindsey is the eoop- 
eration the court receives from. the boys 
themselves, who are in court to help 
the law correct other boys. They have 
Several boy probation officers. They 
have done more in six months to en- 
force the laws protecting children than 
all the police force. They have Hke- 
wise brought In many other boys for 
Officers. They understand the court is 
their friend and was created for their 
good. } 

Darius Baker, of Rhode Island, told of 
work in the county’ court over which he 
presided in his staté. He considered the 
establishment of the juveriile court a 
great step in advance, becatise it leads 
to the dealing with children tn a hu- 
mane way. In the last six years no child, 
he said, had been prosecuted in the New- 
port, R. '1., courts for felony. All the 
cases, nearly, are for minor offenses, and 
in nearly all the cases the children are 
released on probation in custody of. the 
truant officer and the officer of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty’ to 
Children. 

‘Mrs. Carrie L. Grout, probation officer 
of Rockford, Ills., described her work 
as an officer of juvenile courts. Judge

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COLUMBUS HEARS 


GREATER CEORGIM 


Enthusiastic Meeting Held in 


That City Yesterday, 


President Orr Given an Ovation in 
His Old Home—Captain How- 
ell’s Address Was a Fea- 
ture of the Meet- 
ing. 


Columbus, Ga., May 8&—(Special.)—Co- 
lumbus got on the Greater Georgia band 
wagon today. At an enthusiastic meeting 
of the representative business men of the 
city at the court house this afternoon ad- 
dresses were made by President Orr, 
members of the Greater Georgia Assqcia- 
tion, and Columbus citizens. 


This city is expected to contribute $1,000 


to the Greater Georgia fund. and will 
raise it. While the actual work of se- 
curing the subscriptions was not donc 
this afternoon, due to the fact that the 
meeting had to adjourn to give the Great- 


er Georgia officers time to catch their 
train, but the money will be forthcom- 


ing. 

The city council has already appro- 
priated $300, the board of trade has 
heartily indorsed the movement, and the 
meeting authorized Mayet Chappell, the 
chairman, to appoint a committee to 
raise the remaining $700. 

The meeting today was full of enthusi- 
asm, ringing addresses being made by 
J. K. Orr, president of the Greater Geor- 
gia Association; Mayor Evan P. How- 
ell, of Atlanta; Mayor D. J. Bailey, of 
Griffin; G. Gunby Jordan, of Columbu3; 
vice president of the Greater Georgia, As- 
sociation, and Mayor L: H. Chappell, of 
Columbus. 

Captain Howell made a decided hit in 
his address and was frequently applaud- 
ed. He spoke of the advantages of Co- 
lumbus, but said the rest of the country 
wouldn't know about them unless they 
were advertised. 

Captain Howell’s Address. 

*You people here know that the Chat- 
tahoochee river falls 360 feet between 
Columbus and West Point, affording un- 
limited water power, and that you have 


this for sale at the cheap rate of $15 per 
horsepower,” he said; ‘“‘but nobody else 
will know it if you don't advertise it. I 
have seen things in Columbus today I 
wouldn't have believed had I not seen 
ihem with my own eyes. There is no 
city in Georgia that needs to be adver- 
tised more than Columbus, so great are 
her natural advantages.”’ 

Captain Howe!l said that an instance 
of how advertising paid was afforded in 
the remarkable growth of Atlanta as a4 
result of her two expositions. His eio- 
quent description of the marvelous re- 
sources of Georgia drew prolonged ap- 
plause, 

Mr. Orr was given a most cordial re- 
ception in Columbus, his old home. He 
made a splendid presentation of the 
Greater Georgia movement. 

Gunby Jordan Speaks. 

G. Gundy Jordan made a masterly ad- 
dress. “‘What We Need in Georgia Is 
More Folks,’ was his text. 

He said that other sections of the coun- 
try had been building up while we of the 
south wrapped the drapery of our couch 
about us and lay down to pleasant 
dreams. 

“IT am one of the kickers,’’ he said. 
“T pelieve in changing the order of things. 
I think we should break away from an- 
tiquated customs, and discard ideas that 
are out of date.” 

He said that if Georgia was as denseiy 
settled as Belgium it would have a popu- 
lation of thirty-three million, and would 
be greater than France. He said that 
this very year enough people would ar- 
rive in America from Europe to popu- 
late three or four of our sparsely sct- 
tled states. Georgia is at present getting 
practically none of this immigration, 
being out of the current. 

Mayor Bailey, of Griffin, made a strong 
speech, in which he stressed the need 
for immigrants of a desirable class for 
Georgia, people who will make good citi- 
zens and will help build up the state. He 
said that Griffin was doing its part in the 
Greater Georgia movement. 

In his remarks Mayor Chappell said 
that the city of Columbus was heart and 
soul in the movement. F. B. Gordon 
made a fine talk, in which he said that 
what Georgia needed now, even more 
than capital, was labor. ‘ 

“The capital is ready to come,” he de- 
clared. ‘“‘But we must provide the labor. 
Sooner or later we must face a shortage 
in labor. The capital is coming all right 
now. What we desire is more people.”’ 

He said that Columbus, a city where 
taxable values had ftncreased five millions 
of dollars in five years’ time, should not 
fall to join this movement, especially as 
this city is developing in an industrial 
way so rapidly. 

John H. Gould, representing Harper's 
Weekly, was present at the meeting. He 
will write up Columbus in the Greater 
Georgia edition of that publication, to 
be issued in June. 

Cc. L. Davis, of Warm Springs, was a 
visiting member of the Greater Georgia 
Association in the city today. The com- 
mittee was shown over the city by a 
committee from the board of trade and 
at noon were entertained at luncheon. 

At the conclusion of the meeting this 
afternoon resolutions were adopteed 
thanking the committee for visiting Co- 
lumbus.

Two Firemen Also Badly Scalded 
and May Die 


Explosion on Government Tug Cyn- 
thia, Off Wilmington, Sends One 
Man to Horrible Death. 
Others Very Likely 
To Follow Him. 


Wilmington, N. C., May 8.—(Special.)— 
One man was killed, two probably: fatal- 
ly injured and another seriously hurt by 
the explosion of a boiler on the govern- 
ment tug Cynthia this afternoon. 

the men were horridiy scalded by a 
déluge of escaping steam and boiling 
water. 

The dead man is Jesse A. DickSey, aged 
2, engineer on the tug. Two firemen, 
J. C. Warren and ‘Tobe Jackson, are at 
the Margin hospital with little or no 
chance of recovery. 

Ambrose Livenier, the cook, was blown 
overboard, but rescued. His injury is not 
fatal. 

Engineer Dicksey and the firemen were 
in the engine room when the explosion 
occurred and were caught in a death 
trap. ‘There was no possible chance for 
escape and they were literally roasted. 

Uther members of the crew who ran 
to the assistance of the unfortunate men 
could not go near until] the boiler was 
exhausted of its death-dealing contents, 
Dicksey was unconscious when taken out 
and died in a short time. 

The firemen suffered untold agony and, 
like the engineer, their flesh was cooked 
and the skin peeled off. 

The cause of the accident may never be 
known. The tug was towing mud scows 
from a dredge 15 miles below the city. 
The explosion was as terrific and sudden 
as a heavy charge of dynamite. For- 
tunately for the suffering men, another 
tug was passing at the tinle and. they 
were brought up to the city without de- 
lay. 

Government Officials have ordered an 
investigation. Dicksey recé¢ived his pa- 
pers as engineer only a few months ago.

Pavne’s Order. 

Before a large number of newspaper 
men, Postmaster General Payne an- 
nounced his decision and read the corre- 
spondence between himself and Mr. Ma- 
chen, together with the recommendation 
of Bristow. The latter's recommenda- 
tion, made under date of yesterday, was 
as follows: 

“In order to complete the departmental 
investigation now in progress in a more 
expeditious and satisfactory manner, el 
beg to request that the division of the 
free delivery be temporarily assigned to 
the bureau of the fourth assistant post- 
master general, and that I be author- 
ized to assign a postoffice inspector as 
the acting superintendent of that division 


during the continuance of this investiga- 
tion.’’ 


Letter to Machen. 
The letter of the postmaster general to 
Mr. Machen was as follows: 
“T am in receipt of a request from Gen- 
eral Bristow, fourth assistant postmaster 
general, that the division of free delivery 


be temporarily assigned to his bureau 
and that he be authorized to assign a 
postoffice inspector as the acting general 
superintendent of said division during the 
continwance of the investigation now in 
progress, 

“In conformity with this request I have 
issued the following order, to take ef- 
fect at the commencement of business 
on the 9th instant: 

“The division of free delivery, here- 
tofore under the general supervision of 
the first assistant postmaster general, 
is hereby transferred and assigned to 
the fourth assistant postmaster general, 
and the regulations of the department 
are amended in conformity therewith.’ 

“You are hereby granted leave of ab- 
sence until the investigation is concluded 
and will turn over the division of free 
delivery to the control of M. C. Fosnes, 
postoffice inspector, who has been désig- 
nated as the acting general superintend- 
ent of the free delivery system.”’ 

Machen’s Reply. 

Following was Mr. Machen’s reply: 

“I am in receipt of your letter of this 
date advising me of your order, to take 
effect on the 9th instant, transferring 
the division of free delivery from the 
supervision of the first assistant post- 
master general to that of the fourth post- 
‘master general. I also note that I have 
been granted a leave of absence unt] 
the investigation now in progress is con- 
cluded, and that during my absence M. 
CG. Fosnes, postoffice inspector, will be 
acting general superintendent of the free 
delivery system. 

“In conformity with your instructions 
I will turn the division over to Mr. Fos- 
ves tomorrow mornitXg. In this connec-

Loud’s Hand in It. 

Former Representative Loud, of Cali- 
fornia. who was chairman of the house 
committee on postoffices and postroads, 
has spent muct time during the past two 
or three days in conference with Post- 
master General Payne, First Assistant 
Postmaster General Wynne and Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow. 
Mr. Loud and Mr. Machen have been at 
odds officially for nearly two years and 
it is believed that the counsel of Mr. 
Loud has tigured in today’s developments, 
Mr. Machen had a conference with the 
postmaster general today and immediate- 
ly after their talk, as had been arranged, 
Mr. Payne sent his letter to Machen. 

Mr. Machen tonight was not inclined 
to talk, but expressed confidence that he 
could rebut allegations made against him. 
He said: - 

‘“T have no fear of not being able to 
meet any and all of .the charges that 
have ‘been under investigation for the 
last several weeks, I take the action of 
the department to be a step toward ex- 
pediting and closing up the investigation 
as promptly as possible, «nd designed to 
give Mr. Bristow an opportunity of get- 
ting a thorough insight into the free de- 
livery service.’’ 

Mr. Machen will be at the department 
tomorrow morning to relinquish his of- 
fice to Mr. Fosnes. He says that except 
while removing his family to his summer 
home at Westminster; Md., he will re- 
main in this city during his leave of ab- 
sence.

He was asked to name a figure for ‘his 
entire tnterests. Without a moment's 
delay he named a sum. It was a large 
one, big enough to make the Georgian 
independent for life. The five men looked 
at each other, nodded and thén Mr. Fair- 
bairn said: 

“We accept.” 

He wrote out a check, sent a clerk to the 
bank to have it certified and then handed 
it to Colonel Machen. 

The remainder of the hour was spent 
in drawing up and signing the papers. 
To The Constitution correspondent Colo- 
nel Machen said: 


Colonel Machen Talks. 

“This deal was unexpected, but I am 
quite satisfied. I can now retire from 
active business without worry. The gen- 
tlemen who now own the road merely 
thought they could complete it faster 
than I could. They madé me the offer, I 
accepted, resigned the presidency and 
Walked out With the cash, leaving all my 
interests in the Brunswick and Birming- 
ham behind me.” -

The rumor was confirmed by President 
J. D. Harris Chappell, who gives to the 
press the following authorized statement: 

“T) the Patrons of the Girls’ Normal 
and Industrial College, Milledgeville, Ga.: 
The following Is the substance of a cir- 
evlar lettter which will be in the hands of 
the patrons of this school in the next few 
hours. I am giving this statement t6 the 
press that you may at the earliest possi- 
ble moment know the true statHs of af- 
fairs at this college and thus allay any 
apprehensions that you may have as to 
your daughters. 

President Chappell’s. Statement. . 

“One of the students has developed 
what the doctors pronounce a case of 
yaraloid or smallpox of the very mildest 
type caHed by many chicken pox. The 
young lady has not been sick enougt to ° 
go to bed and feels perfectly wel, She 
has been removed from the mansion and 
is now isolated in a building at a long 
distance from the college premises under 
the care of two special nurses and at- 
tending physician. 

“Nearly all of the students have Deen 
successfully vaccinated in.the past few 
years and are considered immune to the 
disease. All who have not been are being 
vaccinated now. There is no panic among 
the students and if it were not for the 
odious name it bears no one would: think 
of being the least disturbed by this mild 


' case. 


“From the above facts, which are strict- 
ly and accurately true, it is plain that 
you have no reason to be-in the least 
alarmed about your daughter. Therefore, 
I earnestly beg that you will not call her 
home for the present, at least. If the sit- 
uation developes anything serious I will 
promptly notify you and will myself dis- 
miss the school.

TELEGRAM TO THE PRESIDENT. 


Amalgamated Street Railway Em- 
. ployees Have Grievance. 


Pittsburg, May 8.—Important action was 
taken today by the Amalgamated Street 
Railway Employees in addressing an 
open telegram to President Roosevelt 
retiting alleged abuses of the mails by 
different street car companies and asking 
him to demand of the postmaster general 
that he enforce the postal laws and cor- 
rect the abuses. 

Some grievances were brought up by 
delegates in the manner in which the 
United States mails were used in San 
Francisco and New Orleans during the 
time the street car men were having 
trouble with their employers on account 
of organizing divisions of the union. It 
was asserted that in the former city the 
mails of the street car men were held up, 
letters were opened and photographs were 
taken of the contents, which, in many 
cases, were posted by the employers af 
various car barns.

The convention denounced, in a strong 
resolution, this sort of use of the United 
States mails and appointed a committee of 
five to convey their disapproval of such 
practices to President Roosevelt.

Detroit, May 8&—The morning session 
of today’s ¢onference of the National 
Congress of Mothers was devoted to the 
reading of reports by state presidents 
and organizers.’ 

In her report Mrs. Clarence E. Allen, 
State organizer of Utah, gave the confer- 
ence a history of the Robberts case, and 
appealed to the congress for an expression 
of sympathy that would be influential in 
saving Utah from Mormon representation 
in the United States congress.

“It has been demonstrated to the final 
conclusion that here is'to be the center 
of the world's textile interest. We raise 
three-fourths of the world’s cotton crop 
and furnish that proportion of the cotton 
for the 110,000,000 spindles in operation 
throughout the world. And yet notwith- 
standing the remarkable advance in our 
cotton manufactures the south has only 
7,500,000 spindles. 

“These figures enable us to form some 
idea of the almost unlimited possibilities 
in the extension of our cotton mill in- 
terests—for the trend of the world’s in- 
dustrial development is toward a con- 
centration of capital where, as in the 
south, nature has placed the raw materiai 
and given the most advantageous {fa- 
cilities for manufacturing. 

“Moreover the increasing consumption 
ef cotton guarantees an expansion of 
this industry both in cotton production 
}ard cotton manufacture much greater 
than anything we have yet seen. The 
fact is we hardly comprehend the full 
import of the world-revolutionizing 
changes which modern improvements, the 
railroad, the telegraph, the telephone, 
and labor saving machinery, have in- 
augurated.

“As late as 188) the total production 
ef bituminous coal was but 42,000,000 tcns 
or 3-4 of a ton per capita, while last 
year the production was 254,000,000 tons, 
or over three tons per capita, and still 
the consumption was restricted’ by the 
absolute inability of the raliroads tu 
handle this traffic. 


6,000,000 tons of bituminous coal a year, | 
or 18,000,000 tons more than the United | 
States mined in 189: Alabama is min- 
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light rails and using light rolling stock. 
Now the south has 60,000 miles largely of 
heavy rails ana with heavy rolling stock. 

“It is an interesting fact that the coal 
end iron interests of Alabama will fur- 
nish an aggregate of nearly 20,000,000 tons 
of freight this year, while the entire 
wheat crop of the United States, even 
if it should reach the enormous figure 
of 800,000,000 bushels, as now estimated, 
will equal on!y 24,000,000 tons, or but one- 
fifth more than Alabama's coal and iron. 

“The activity in coal and iron in Ala- 
bama, however, is almost if not quite 
matched by the varied industries, agri- 
cultural and manufacturing, of other 
states, 

“Georgia marble is going everywhere. 
Georgia iron ore is being shipped to 
A'tabama, and Georgia cotton milis are 
steadily expanding. 

“Louisiana and Texas are developing 

the rice industry on a scale which more 
than matches the great wheat develop- 
ments of the prairie states twenty years 
ago. 
‘The Carolinas are building cotton 
mills in every direction and North Caro- 
lina is becoming the most active com- 
petitor of Grand Rapids for the furni- 
ture trade of the country. North Caro- 
lina, factories are shipping furniture as 
far west as Oregon and as far east as 
South Africa. 

‘‘New mineral discoveries, new sources 
of agricultural profits, cotton seed mills 
now .turning out over. $125,000,000 of prod- 
uts a year, new lines of industry springing 
up everywhere attest the vitality of the 
south. 

“But let it never be forgotten that aii 
this is simply a revival of. the industrial 
conditions prevailing in the old south, 
and that it is mainly southern energy 
which is doing it. 

“Never was a country more misunder- 
stood and misrepresented than the old 
south, and by the same people (even some 
of our southern people, who know not 
much more about the present south .than 
the old), the industrial activity of the day 
is supposed to be a new thing, yakpows. 
to the people of ante-bellum days. 

“These people do not seem to know that 
between 1850 and 1860 the south buiJt near- 
ly twice as many miles of railroad as 
New Engiand and middle states cqm- 
bined and that during the ‘same period 
the percentage of growth in nearly ail 
lines of manufacturing was greater in 
the south than in the rest of the coun- 
try, 

“What the south has done in proving 
that the cotton mill interests will nos | 
in this section has to a large extent 
been duplicated in other things. In iron 
we are making almost as great progress. 
our output last year having been over 
3,000,000 tons, against 397,000 tons in 1880. 
Our coal output 461,000,000 tons, against 
6,000,000 tons in 188)... Then we had forty 
cotton seed oil mills; now we have be- 
tween 600 and 700. Then we had $23,000,000 
capital invested in lumber operations; 
now we have over $181,000,000. The capitai 
invested in cotton mills has increased 
from $21,000,000 in 1880-to abozjt $176,000,000. 

‘These are but a. few of the facts that 
tell of. the south’s growth and give some 
indication of its future. ™

In 
character, intellect and patriotism 
there are few peers to this popular 
New Yorker, and if, next year, it ap- 
pears essential that New York, and 
possibly New Jersey and Connecticut, 
should again be swung into the demo- 
cratic column, there are few political 
diagnosticians but will say that Judge 
Parker is the ‘man who can wheel 
them into their old democratic align- 
ment, if any man can. He is a clean, 
wholesome and trustworthy man and 
would honor the party and the nation 
in the presidential office. 

The Constitition is not “playing any 
favorites” in the preliminary discus- 
sion of men for the nomination. Men 
must be subordinated to the greater 
work of the democracy, which is the 
formulation of policies and the win- 
ning of issues that will command the 
support for a m-jority of the Ameri- 
can electorate and in a democratic vie- 
tory restore to a democratic republic 
the great benefits and glories of the 
days of Jefferson, Jackson, Tilden and 
their popular compeers. 

To that supreme duty—that urgent 
task—let us bend every energy and 
after we have made such @ programme 
the right man to perform it will be 
easily and harmoniously found.

A Bare-Headed Nuisance. 

There is a great deal of savage, 
though discreet, criticism from the 
men of the city against te custom of 
removing their hats in the elevators 
of public buildings when ladies are in 
or enter the cars. 

Some months ago The Washington 
Post took up this question in the na- 
tional capital and the letters it re 
ceived from men and women both al- 
most unanimously condemned the 
practice and today that city enjoys 
substantial relieé through a general 
ignoring of the senseless custo’m. At- 
lanta equally needs such a reforma- 
tion. 

The practice is not followed in pub- 
jic conveyances of any other kind. 
In steam and trolley cars, in ’busses 
and carriages, men retain their hats 
on their heads wnen in transit. They 
do this even when escorting family, 
friends or swee.hearts. There is no 
rule of sane logic by which obligation 
should be put upon busy men in public 
elevators to doff their hats in “one 
time and three motions” fashion every 
time a migratory woman enters the 
car. In case of mutual acquaintances 
the man may be expectea to uncover 
while saluting a lady in the elevator, 
but otherwise sense and comfort de- 
mand the abolition of the uncovering 
custom. Preachers are discouraging 
uncovering of heads in cemeteries 
during funerals. It is a good time, 
therefore, for business men to dis- 
courage the bare-headed nuisance in 
publie elevators. 

Any one who has witnessed the 
wriggling and twisting of an elevator 
car full of men to ausust: their. books, 
papers, umbrellas, etc., and get elbow. 
room with which to take off their hats 
when soma female enters the car can 
appreciate how great will be the relief 
when the custom shall have bgen abol- 
ished. 

There is really no chivalry in such 
a compulsory act. Itit no compliment 
to the lady, for propriety prohibits her 
from recognizing the implied obeis- 
ance to “her ladyship” and the whole 
transaction goes for naught—provided 
no ‘man swears about it after he is out 
of earshot of the lady who caused the 
annoyance. 

That the custom should be abolish- 
ed is the opinion of nine-tenths of the 
men and al] sensible women. But who 
will be brave enough to break the 
rule and set the example of its aboli- 
tion by refusing any more to comply 
with it?

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The People v. the Trusts. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion is finding Mr. Baer and his coal 
trust a tough inquisitorial praposition. 
The ‘monopolist by divine right de- 
clincs to furnish the commission 
copies of the contracts between the 
coal-carrying roads and the coal pro- 
ducers, which, it is believed, would 
clearly establish the contention that 


the roads are violating both the let- 


The United 
States circuit court has been appealed 
to to pass upon the authority of the 
commission in the premises, and since 
little further progress can be made in 
the investigation until the incriminat- 
ing contracts are forthcoming, the 
commission is in a deadlock pers 
the action of the court. 

The Philadelphia North amibtinn 
remarks that there can be but one rea- 
son for the.refusal of the coal trust 
managers to produce evidence de- 
manded by the government, and every 
intelligent citizen who has observed 
the course of the trust for a few 
months past knows what that reason 
is. The North American volunteers to 
give the reason, as follows: 

The coal railroad combine is unlawful and 
its public statements concerning cost of 
mining, freight rates, prices, profits and 
division of plunder are not believed by 
anyone to be within miles of the truth. 
These gentlemen who, defy the law and 
treat the government with insolence and 
contempt are the most pertinacious 
preachers of obedience to law by others. 
They do not beseech protection when their 
interests are menaced; they demand it and 
bitterly denounce the government for the 
slightest hezitation in calling out the 
regular army to enforce what they say is 
the law.

3 PAPERS ARE READ — 
AT MORNING MEETINGS 


HE National Conference of Charities 

and Correction was divided into 

® three sections yesterday morning. 

Each meeting was largely attended and 

the subjects for discussion proved of 
great interest to the delegates. 

Among the speakers yesterday morning 
were some of the most prominent and 
notable delegates to the convention and 
the reforms they advocated and the ex- 


‘periences they related served to retain 


the attention of those present. 
Care of Delinquent Children. 

Many of those most prominent in the 
work of caring for delinquent children 
in various parts of the United States ad- 
dressed the section of the National Con- 
ference of Charities and Correction de- 
voted to their particular line, which met 
in the lecture room of the Carnegie lib- 
rary during yesterday morning. 

Superintendent F. H. Nibecker. of the 
House of Refuge, a large institution for 
delinquent children at Glenn Mills, Pa., 
presided over the meeting. which was | 
attended by several hundred people, 
cnough to completely fill the library 
lecture room. 

Walter A. Wheeler, superintendent of 
the probationers of the Lyman schoo! at 
Westboro, Mass., was the first speaker 
and he delivered a somewhat extended 
address, dealing with the methods of 
treatment of the boys under his care. 

Following Mr. Wheeler was a talk by 
Mrs. Ophelia L. Ameigh, principal of the 
Hitnois State Training School for Girls 
at Geneva, Ills., one of the leading in- 
stitutions of the kind in the country and 
the only one in Illinois which provides 
for girl criminals. 

Stie called attention to the fact that 
heretofore no mention whatever had been 
made of delinquent girls and said that 
in her opinion the subject was of even 
more moment than the care and training 
of boys, which sentiment was applauded. 

E. E. York, superintendent of the In- 
diana School for Boys, at Plainfield, Ind., 
spoke next, after which Mrs. Martha P. 
Falconer, assistant superintendent of the 
Childrens’ Home and Aid Society, of Chi- 
cago, made a short talk on the Geneva 
School. for Girls. 

Edward Lewis Simonds, a New Orleans 
lawyer and secretary of the’ prison re- 
form comimission of Louisiana, created 
something of a sensation by stating that 
the only institution In the south main- 
tained by private funds which cared for 
criminal children was one founded and 
kept going by a negro woman in Louis- 
iana. 

This section, which dea!s with the de- 
iinquent children, is proving one of the 
most interesting of all the conference and 
each session is attended by a large num- 
ber of people. Mr. N¥becker is in charge 
of the section’s work. 


Disease and Dependence. 

Amos W. Butler, of Indianapolis, Ind., 
secretary of the state board of charities 
of that state, opened the discussion at 
the section meeting on “Disease and De- 
pendence, Housing and Sanitary Inspec- 
tion’’ yesterday morning in the basement 
of the First Baptist church. This meet- 
ing was presided over by Mrs. Alice N. 
Lincoln, of Boston, chairman of the 
board of pauper institute trustees of Mas- 
sachusetts, .and. the chairman took fre- 
quent part in the discusston, bringing out 
many points of Anterest. 

Mr. Butler spoke of the, importance of 
investigation of institutions of charity 
and of the proper sanitation of alms 
houses. At the conclusion of his re- 
marks he answered numerous questions 
as to construction and care of such in- 
etitutions. 

Harold K. Estabrook, of Cambridge, 
Mass., agent of the overseers of the poor, 
followed with an intéresting discussion of 
the tenement house question. The con- 
struction and imspection of tenement 
houses, he declared, was as important 
as that of alms houses and other insti- 
tutions of a like character. 

President Robert -W. DeForest, of the 
national conference, was present at this 
meeting and contributed some valuable 
suggestions relative to tenement house 
legislation. He especially urged the 
smaller communities to take the matter 
up in due season, at a time when they 
could prevent many future troubles by 
the enactment of comparatively simple 
building ordinances. If this is done, he 
said, it will do away with the necessity 
at some future date of tearing down 
buildings which might otherwise come to 
be a menace to public health. 

Frederick Almy, of Buffalo, N. Y., spoke 
of the tenemer#% question as it exists in 
that city. Buffalo, he said, had rather 
encouraged the extension of the trolley 
lines and the buiiding of the suburban 
homes, but the big tenement is bound 
to come and steps must be taken for 
protection. 


C. M. Hubbard, secretary of the asso- |

ciated charities of Cincinnati, 
interesting paper on the “Housing of the 
Poor in the City of Cincinnati,’ which 
was followed by discussion along the 
same line. Cincinnati, he said, is the 
only city in Ohio which has the tene. 
ment house problem to deal with. 

John Koren, of Boston, made a fem 
remarks on the tenement house investy. 
gation that is being conducted there. 
Miss Frances G. Curtis, of Boston, mem. 
ber of the state board of charities of 
Massachusetts, also presented some in. 
teresting results of worK among the tene. 
ment houses. 

Charies F. Weller, secretary of the as. 
sociated charities of Washington, D. C., 
stated that Washington presented some 
of the worst features in the shape of 
tenement houses to be found anywhere 
in the country. The difficulty was that 
congress had failed to enact the neces. 
sary laws which would enable the proper 
authorities to condemn these buildings, 
or compel them to be remodeled and ren- 
ovated. He appealed for aid in securing 
congressmen who would give the district 
the needed legisiation. 

The discussion generally showed that in 
almost every large community the tene 
ment house plays no small part in polj. 
tics.

NOT ONE CENT 
FOR DR. CRUM 


Roosevelt’s Negro Collector 
Can’t Get Money Until 
Confirmed, 


Washington, May 8.—The treasury de- 
partment has held up the personal ac- 
count of Dr. W. D. Crum, the colored col- 
lector of the port of Charleston, 8. C., 
on the ground that Dr. Crum can not 
receive compensation until confirmed by 
the senate. 

Dr. W. D. Crum’s fees and expenses 
aggregated only $6.89, and was included 
in the regular agcount of the Charleston 
office. 

His aitention is directed to that para- 
graph of the statutes which reads: 

“No money shall be paid from the 
treasury as salary to any person avp- 
pointed during the recess of the senate 
to fill a vacancy in any existing office, 
' #f the yacancy existed while the senate 
was in session and was by law required 
to be filled and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate, until such appoint- 
ment has been confirmed by the sen- 
ate."’ 

As Dr. Crum was appointed collector 
ef the port of Charleston while the sen- 
ate was_in session, and the senate failed 
to act upon it, and as the president sub- 
sequently named Dr. Crum as a recess 
appointee, the treasury officials hold that 
he can receive no money from the gov- 
ernment as collector for fees or expenses 
until his appointment shall have been 
confirmed by the senate. No fixed salary 
is provided for the collector of! the port 
of Charleston, who receives his compen- 
sation in the form of fees and ex- 
penses.

Or Receiver Will Be Appointed 
for Property of the 
Hollidays, 


Judge Don A. Pardee, of the circuit 
court of the United States, on yesterday 
Signed an order appointing J. 8S. B. 
Thompson receiver of the assets of the 
Atlanta and New Orleans branch offices 
of the Consolidated Dental Manufactur- 
ing Company, of New York, the order 
providing that the recéiver should take 
possession of the assets unless the com- 
pany should within ten days from the 
date of the order give bond in the sum 
of $35,000, the value of these assets, in 
which event no receiver would be neces- 
Sary, the company then being permitted 
to take possession of,the property in- 
volved in the litigation. 

The receivership proceedings arose from 
a bill filed in the United States circuit 
court by the Consolidated Dental Manu- 
facturing Company against G. H. & R. A. 
Holliday, managers of the Atlanta and 
New Orleans branch agencies of the 
plaintiff company, the bill alleging in- 
debtedness to the main company on the 
part of the managers of the branch of- 
fices. A temporary restraining order’ was 
granted, and the hearing of the case was 
set before Judge Pardee at 10 o'clock on 
yesterday. 

When the case was reached for trial the 
defendants filed a cross-bill alleging that 
t.e plaintiff company;:was indebted to 
the managers of the branch agencies in 
the sum of $60,000 for’ s@rvices rendered 
under the contract of employment. and 
for various expenditures and advantes 
made by the branch agencies in con- 
nection with the business of the com- 
pany. The cross-bill asked the appoint- 
ment of a receiver to take charge of 
the assets of the company located. in 
New Orleans and Atlanta, and asked a 
judgment against the Consolidated Dental 
Manufacturing Company in favor of G. 
H. & R. &. Holliday in the sum of $50,000. 

Counsel’ on both sides of the case agreed 
that the assets involved in the litiga- 
tion should be held subject to the final 
order of the court for whatever judg- 
ment might be rendered in favor of G. 
H. & R. A. Holliday, and that the assets 
should be turned over to the Consolidated 
Dental Manufacturing Company upon the 
execution of bond with security to the 
extent of the value of the assets, and 
conditioned to pay ta G. H. & R. A.

BY ELEVATOR 


Fatal Accident Occurred 
Yesterday Afternoon in 
Prudential Building, 


Stonewall Moore,.17 years of age, of 
54 King street, died yesterday afternoon 
at 4:40 o’clock at the St. Joseph infirm- 
ary of injuries received shortly. before 
2 o'clock in an elevator accident in the 
Prudential building. .The young man was 
injured principally internally, he being 
caught and crusqéd between the elevator 
floor and. the top of, the elevator door. 

Moore was .employed ‘in the order de- 
partment of the S.'8. Whité Dental Man- 
ufacturing Company, on the eighth floor 
of the: Prudential, and had started to 
one of the floors above at the time of 
the accident. In some manner the young 
man .was thrown just as he entered the 
car, ‘his feet and lower portion of the 
body slipping otit of the car, and before 
the ‘current could be shut he was 
caught: against the upper part of the 
iron grated ‘door and fatally hurt. 

The accident Was atcompanied by a 
loud crash, that startled the occupants in 
rearby. offices, and the concussion -was 
of such 2 nature as to break the ele- 
vator floor. J. E. Loveless, who is con- 
nected with the White Dental Company, 
heard the noise and ‘quickly rushed from 
his office to the scene The car was sus- 
peded between the eighth and ninth floors 
and with the assistance of a negro man, 


cut of the car. Moore was then carried to 
the ‘office of Dr. Oscar Lyndon, on the 
ninth floor, where he was given every 
attention possible, He was worked with 
there for about an hour and a half and 
was then removed to the St. Joseph in- 
firmary, where’ hé breathed his last at 
4:40 o'clock.

Louis, a prominent member of the Mis- 
souri board of state charities, and a 
leader in the most advanced philanthro- 
pic work of the state. She comes to the 
conference not only as a representative 
of the state board of charities, but repre- 
senting Governor Dockery, of Missouri, 
the mayor of St. Louis, and President 
Francis, of the Louisiana purchase fair. 
She will extend an invitation to the con- 
ference to hold the next meéting in St.

Governor Francis, and_by right of birth, 
prominence, and ability,.she is recognized 
as one of the most influential women of 
Missouri. 

Miss Perry is a brilliant conversation-
